Yawer: Troops Needed in Iraq 


Iraqi president says he won’t ask U.S.-led forees to leave yet 


BAGHDAD, IRAQ I Iraq’s president said Tuesday 
it would be “complete nonsense” to ask foreign 
troops to leave the country now, although some 
could depart by year’s end. Officials began the 
final vote tally from elections to produce a gov- 
ernment to confront the insurgency. 

Despite scattered clashes in rebel areas 
across the country, Iraq reopened its borders 
Tuesday and commercial flights took off from 
Baghdad International Airport as authori- 


ties eased security restrictions imposed to 
protect last weekend’s landmark voting. 

In Baghdad, about 200 election workers 
Tuesday began the second — and possibly 
final — stage of the count. They reviewed tal- 
lies prepared by workers who counted ballots 
at the 5,200 polling centers across the country. 

During a news conference. President 
Ghazi al-Yawer was asked whether the 
presence of foreign troops might be fueling 


the Sunni Arab revolt by 
encouraging rebel attacks. 

“It’s only complete non- 
sense to ask the troops to 
leave in this chaos and this 
vacuum of power,” said al- 
Yawer, a Sunni Arab. 

Yawer He said foreign troops 

should leave only after 

Iraq’s security forces are built up, the securi- 
ty situation has improved and some pockets of 
terrorists are eliminated, mariam fam (ap)

President to 
Pitch Social 
Security Plan 

WASHINGTON I President Bush will outline 
ideas about strengthening Social Security 
but will not spell out all the details of a plan 
to fix the system’s financial problems when 
he delivers his State of the Union address 
tonight. 

Bush’s strategy to offer apartial outline rath- 
er than detailed remedy reflects a split between 
the two houses of Congress about the presi- 
dent’s role in the politically sensitive debate. 

In the House, where every seat is up for 
election every two years. Republican leaders 
want the president to present a specific plan 
and work to sell it to the country before press- 
ing Congress to vote. But key Senate leaders 
prefer that Bush work behind the scenes with 
Congress to develop a bipartisan consensus. 

Social Security will be Bush’s top domestic 
priority when he goes before Congress and a 
nationally televised audience at 9 p.m. He will 
devote the first half of his 40 -minute speech 
to domestic matters and the second half to 
international issues, terencehunt(ap)

Guilty Plea 
In Prison 
Abuse Case 

FORT HOOD, TEXAS I A former 
Abu Ghraib guard pleaded guilty 
Tuesday to battery and other charg- 
es in the Iraqi prison abuse scandal 
as part of a deal with prosecutors 
on the eve of his trial. 

Sgt. Javal Davis, 27, serving with 
the Maryland-based 372nd Military 
Police Company, also pleaded guilty 
to dereliction of duty and making 
a false official statement to Army 
investigators. A jury will be selected 
Wednesday for sentencing. 

Davis admitted that he stepped 
on the hands and feet and fell on 
top of some of the seven detainees 
brought to his part of the prison for 
punishment after a November 2003 
disturbance in a prison tent camp. 

Also Tuesday, Army reservist 
Spc. Roman Krol, 23, serving in a 
military intelligence unit, was sen- 
tenced to 10 months after pleading 
guilty to conspiracy and maltreating 
detainees at the prison, (ap) 


Gonzales Vote Will Not Be Blocked 


Democrats back off 
filibuster but plan 
thorough floor debate 

WASHINGTON I Democrats won’t 
try to filibuster Alberto Gonzales’ 
nomination to be attorney gener- 
al but will hold extensive debate 
over his role in developing the 
Bush administration’s policies on 
foreign detainees, the Senate’s top 
Democrat said Tuesday. 

“There will be an up -or- down 
vote” and no blockage. Senate 
Democratic Leader Harry Reid 


of Nevada told reporters after the 
Democrats huddled for their weekly 
planning session. 

A filibuster, a parliamentary tac- 
tic for delaying Senate action, would 
require Republicans, who hold a 55- 
44 majority in the Senate, to win 
over at least five Democrats — or 
four Democrats plus Vermont Sen. 
James Jeffords, an independent — 
to put Gonzales in office. 

Reid predicted that at least 25 or 
30 Democrats would vote against 
Gonzales but said “there was a deci- 
sion made not to filibuster.” 

Democrats were surprisingly 


united in opposing Gonzales in the 
Senate Judiciary Committee, some- 
thing that was not 
achieved when they 
voted on Attorney 
General John 
Ashcroft. Ashcroft 
was confirmed by 
a narrow 58-42 
Senate vote. 

Democrats’ opposition to 
Gonzales derives “from the nomi- 
nee’s involvement in the formulation 
of a number of policies that have tar- 
nished our country’s moral leader- 
ship in the world and put American

soldiers and American citizens at 
greater risk,” Sen. Patrick Leahy, 
D-Vt., said during a Senate debate 
Tuesday. 

A vote by the Senate on Gonzales’ 
confirmation will not occur until at 
least Thursday, after Bush’s State of 
the Union speech Wednesday, GOP 
senators said. They said Democrats 
don’t want to give Bush a success to 
talk about in the key policy address.

NIH Tightens 
Ethics Rules 
For Scientists 

WASHINGTON | The National 
Institutes of Health banned its sci- 
entists from working as consultants 
for pharmaceutical, biotechnology 
and similar businesses, a step offi- 
cials hope will end controversy over 
paid consulting arrangements by 
some of its doctors. 

“Nothing is more important for 
NIH than preserving the public’s 
trust,” NIH Director Dr. Elias A. 
Zerhouni said Tuesday. 

The new rules also will prohib- 
it scientists from holding stock in 
such companies and will restrict 
the amount of stock that other NIH 
employees can own in pharmaceuti- 


cal and biotechnology companies. 

The ban on outside work by NIH 
scientists covers research institu- 
tions, including those that receive 
grants from the NIH, health care 
providers, insurers and related trade 
associations. 

The scientists will be allowed, 
however, to teach courses and give 
lectures related to their work, as well 
as write articles and textbooks. 

Zerhouni also said that the insti- 
tute last month established rules 
requiring researchers who receive 
royalties from experimental treat- 
ments they helped develop to dis- 
close those royalties to patients. 

The new ethics rules will take 
effect when they are published, 
probably within a day or two. They 
will also include a $200 limit on 
awards that researchers can accept, 
with a few exceptions, such as the 
Nobel Prize, (ap)

Lawmakers, officials 
call proposal to boost 
payments too narrow 

WASHINGTON | Lawmakers and 
military officials said Tuesday 
that President Bush’s proposal to 
boost government payments to fam- 
ilies of U.S. troops killed in Iraq, 
Afghanistan and other war zones 
was a good start but too narrow. 

Republicans suggested that those 
who die while training for combat 
missions also should be eligible 
for the increased death benefits. 
Democrats argued that the bene- 
fits should extend to all personnel 
who die while on active duty. 

Officials with the Army, Navy, 


WASHINGTON | Sexual performance 
drugs such as Viagra will be cov- 
ered in Medicare’s new prescription 
drug program, a lifestyle rather than 
lifesaving benefit that conservatives 
and watchdog groups say the gov- 
ernment shouldn’t provide. 

Like those for maladies such 
as high blood pressure and heart 
disease, prescriptions for Viagra 
and similar drugs in its class will 
be tightly controlled. The new pre-

King dismisses entire 
government, insists 
he isn’t mounting coup 

KATMANDU, NEPAL I KingGyanendra 
dismissed Nepal’s government on 
Tuesday and declared a state of emer- 
gency, cutting off his Himalayan 
nation from the rest of the world as 
telephone and Internet lines were 
snapped, flights diverted and civil 
liberties severely curtailed. 

The move was the second time in 
three years that the king has taken 
control of the tiny South Asian con- 
stitutional monarchy, a throwback 
to the era of absolute power enjoyed 
by Nepal’s monarchs before King 
Birendra, Gyanendra’s elder brother, 
introduced democracy in 1990. 

Nepal has been in turmoil since 
Gyanendra, 55, suddenly assumed 
the crown in 2001 after Birendra 
was gunned down in a palace 
massacre apparently committed 
by Birendra’s son. Ten members of 
the royal family were killed. 

Gyanendra denied his take- 
over was a coup, although soldiers 
surrounded the houses of Prime 
Minister Sher Bahadur Deuba and 
other government leaders. 

“We will oppose this step,” Deuba 
told reporters. 

In an announcement on state-run 
television, the king accused the gov- 
ernment of failing to conduct parlia- 
mentary elections and being unable 
to rein in a violent Maoist insurgen- 
cy. The rebels have been trying since 
1996 to overthrow the government 
and establish a socialist state, (ap) 


Pope Treated for Breathing Trouble 


Pontiff hospitalized 
while fighting flu, 
Vatiean offieials say 

R 0 M E I Pope John Paul II was rushed 
to the hospital Tuesday night after 
he suffered an inflammation of the 
throat and had difficulty breathing 
while battlingthe flu, the Vatican said. 

Vatican spokesman Joaquin 
Navarro -Vails said the decision to 
hospitalize the 84 -year-old pontiff 
was “mainly a precaution.” 

He pointed out that the pope was 


not in intensive care but in the same 
lOth-floor suite of rooms in Gemelli 
Polyclinic, where he has stayed dur- 
ing previous hospi- 
talizations. 

Navarro-Valls 
said the pope has 
the flu and acute 
laryngeal trache- 
itis — an inflamma- 
tion of the trachea 
— acknowledging the pontiff had 
a “certain difficulty in breathing.” 
The spokesman, who has a medical 
degree, denied Italian news reports 


that the pope had a CAT scan at 
the hospital. 

The pontiff also suffers from 
Parkinson’s disease, which appar- 
ently affects his facial muscles and 
makes it difficult for him to swal- 
low saliva. It was not immediately 
clear if his disease complicated his 
case of the flu. 

Hours before the pope’s hospi- 
talization, Navarro-Valls said on 
Vatican radio that the pontiff would 
likely resume his regular schedule 
of engagements in a few days. 

John Paul was last seen in public

on Sunday, when he made his regu- 
lar noontime appearance at his win- 
dow overlooking St. Peter’s Square 
and released a dove in a sign of 
peace. He appeared remarkably live- 
ly, but his words were barely audible. 

Until the pope was taken to the 
hospital, the Vatican had been issuing 
reassuring news about his condition, 
up to Tuesday’s late night newscast 
on Vatican radio, victor l. simpson (ap)

Clinton to Lead U.N. Tsunami Effort 

Ex-president named special envoy by U.N. chief 


UNITED NATIONS I U.N. Secretary- 
General Kofi Annan selected for- 
mer President Clinton on Tuesday to 
be the U.N. point man for tsunami 
reconstruction, saying no one could 
better ensure that the world doesn’t 
forget the needs of the countries dev- 
astated by the Dec. 26 disaster. 

Clinton said in a statement that he 
looked forward to serving as Annan’s 


special envoy starting next month. 

President Bush named Clinton 
and his father, George H.W. Bush, to 
head a private fund-raising effort to 
help the 11 countries affected by the 
tsunamis. In his statement, Clinton 
said he will continue to focus on his 
work with Bush. 

U.N. spokesman Fred Eckhard 
said Annan wanted to appoint a 


special envoy not only to focus on 
reconstruction but to help resolve 
conflicts in the two worst-hit coun- 
tries — Indonesia and Sri Lanka. 

This would give Clinton a chance 
to use his political skills to tackle 
longstanding conflicts with rebels in 
Indonesia’s Aceh province who have 
been fighting for independence since 
197b and Tamil Tigers in Sri Lanka 
who have been fighting for a separate 
homeland since 1983. (ap)

UNITED NATIONS I U.N. Secretary- 
General Kofi Annan on Tuesday 
urged swift action to stop the kill- 
ing in Sudan’s Darfur region, but 
the Security Council was divid- 
ed about sending the case to the 
International Criminal Court or 
setting up an entirely new tribu- 
nal to handle the case. 

Annan’s call for the council 
to consider imposing sanctions 
on Darfur came a day after a 
U.N.-appointed panel concluded 
Sudan’s government and allied mili- 
tias had likely committed crimes 
against humanity and war crimes 
in Darfur, but not genocide as the 
United States claims. 

Annan stressed that the debate 
over whether genocide had occurred 
was far less important than taking 


action to stop the killings, torture, 
rape and other atrocities in Darfur 
that were outlined in the commis- 
sion’s report. “What is vital is that 
these people are indeed held account- 
able,” he said in a statement.

The statement appeared on a 
Web site where militants’ state- 
ments are often posted and was 
in the name of a group that has 
claimed previous kidnappings, 
the Mujahedeen Brigades. 

Staff Sgt. Nick Minecci, a U.S. 
military spokesman in Baghdad, 
said “no units have reported any- 
one missing.” And an American toy 
manufacturer said the figure in the 
photo resembled one of its military 
action figures, originally produced 
for sale at U.S. bases in Kuwait.

Buyer Beware at Auction Sites 


FTC: Complaints of online fraud nearly double 


WASHINGTON I Americans are 
increasingly turning to Internet 
auction sites to buy and sell goods 
from around the world, and a grow- 
ing number think they might be get- 
ting a raw deal online. 

The number of complaints filed 
with the Federal Trade Commission 
over Internet auctions has nearly 
doubled from 51,000 in 2002 to 
more than 98,000 last year, the 
agency said Tuesday in its annu- 
al report on consumer fraud and 
identity- theft complaints. 


The online complaints cover 
everything from the failure of sell- 
ers to deliver goods or services to 
consumers claiming their purchases 
weren’t worth the price they paid. 

Complaints for all types of fraud 
have grown since 2002, according 
to the FTC report. Internet auction 
grievances comprised 13 percent of 
the 403,000 total fraud complaints 
in 2002; in 2004, it made up 16 per- 
cent of the 635,000 grievances. 

The only other category in which 
more complaints were fried in 2004 


was identity theft — 39 percent, or 
more than 246,000 of the total com- 
plaints, down slightly from 40 per- 
cent in 2002. It was the fifth straight 
year that identity theft topped the 
list of consumer concerns. 

Identity theft involves stealing 
someone’s personal information for 
financial gain. The most common 
cases involve credit cards, (ap)

Council Acts to 
Protect D.C. Rails 


Legislation prohibits 
shipping hazardous 
materials near Capitol 

WASHINGTON I City lawmakers 
approved emergency legislation 
Tuesday that bans train and truck 
shipments of hazardous materials 
within about two miles of the U.S. 
Capitol. 

The legislation will take effect 
immediately and remain in place 
for 90 days if approved by Mayor 
Anthony A. Williams, who has prom- 
ised to sign it. The measure would 
ban certain explosives, as well as poi- 
sonous gases such as chlorine. 

“This is a danger that has been 
obvious for at least three years, but 
we remain vulnerable to a terrorist 
attack,” said District of Columbia 
Council member Kathy Patterson, 
who sponsored the bill. 

Patterson said the measure is 
aimed at eliminating “a grave and 
immediate danger,” in which terror- 


ists might attack hazardous ship- 
ments, causing the release of dead- 
ly chemicals. Carol Schwartz, the 
only member of the council to vote 
against the bill, said the measure 
was unnecessary. 
She said that CSX 
Corp., which owns 
the freight tracks 
in the city, already 
is voluntarily rerout- 
ing hazardous mate- 
rials. 

In a statement, CSX said 
Tuesday’s action“ doesn’t increase 
safety at all. In fact, it compromis- 
es it.” The rail operator warned that 
in some cases, trains would be forced 
to travel longer distances, making 
the routes less safe. 

The issue of rail security has 
taken on added importance fol- 
lowing this month’s chlorine leak 
after a train crash in Graniteville, 
S.C., which killed nine people and 
forced the evacuation of 5,400 resi- 
dents.

New Steroid Is Discovered 


Canadian scientists 
say drug found before 
it was used by athletes 

D 0 P I N G I Canadian scientists uncov- 
ered a new steroid designed to avoid 
detection in standard drug tests, 
but say they found no evidence it 
was used by athletes. 

The World Anti-Doping Agency 
said Tuesday that the substance — 
called desoxy-methyl-testosterone, 
or DMT — was identified after a tip 
from an anonymous whistleblower. 


WADA science director Olivier 
Rabin said the drug had similarities 
to THG, or tetrahydrogestrinone, 
a drug at the heart of the BALCO 
steroid investigation in the United 
States. 

Several track and field stars, 
including sprinters Kelli White 
and Dwain Chambers, were banned 
after THG was unmasked in 2003. 
Four men face charges of distrib- 
uting steroids to elite athletes in 
the case involving the Bay Area 
Laboratory Co-Operative. 

Rabin and Christiane Ayotte, 


director of Montreal’s anti-dop- 
ing lab, said there was no evidence 
DMT has been used by athletes. They 
touted the finding as a pre-emptive 
victory against drug cheats. 

“This shows to the dopers how 
serious we are,” Rabin said. 

The investigation began last 
year after Canadian customs offi- 
cials seized substances coming 
across the border from the United 
States. WADA received an anony- 
mous e-mail in June tipping off the 
agency to the material seized in the 
raid.

How Simon Cowell 
became a star player, 
star-maker and a star 

PERSONALITY I After more than two 
decades working his way up behind 
the scenes in the music industry, 
Simon Cowell sits center stage. 
His withering put- downs of the 


overconfident and undertalented — 
first on Britain’s “Pop Idol,” then 
on “American Idol,” which began 
its fourth season last week — have 
made him a celebrity on both sides 
of the Atlantic. 

They have also made him very 
rich. He’s worth a reported $85 mil- 
lion, thanks partly to a deal that lets 
him sign “Pop Idol” winners to his 


own record label. 

Cowell’s success is built on a 
highly telegenic personality, plus 
a bluntness that has attracted and 
appalled millions of viewers and 
seen him nicknamed “Mr. Nasty” 
by the press. 

“You sang like a ventrilo- 
quist’s dummy,” he told one hap- 
less musical hopeful. To another: 


“My advice would be if you want to 
pursue a career in the music busi- 
ness, don’t.” 

Cowell, 45, says he’s simply 
being honest. 

“My job is to try and say what I 
think the audience are thinking at 
home,” Cowell said. “What I’ve said 
from day one on American Idol’ is, 
it doesn’t matter how many people 
turn up, only two are going to be 
any good. So why give everybody 
else false hope, because it’s such a 
tough business?” 

He has little patience with critics 
who say “Idol” winners are dispos- 
able creations manipulated by sven- 
galis like himself He says the suc- 
cess of Aiken, the 2003 runner-up, 
from “American Idol,” exemplifies 
the show’s unpredictable appeal. 

“Clay Aiken has been and prob- 
ably will be the biggest- selling Idol’ 
artist ever — and he didn’t fit the 
mold. He just so happened to be 
what the public wanted.” 

In Britain, Cowell is tabloid 
fodder; they note his penchant for 
high-waisted trousers and exhort 
him to marry long-term and report- 
edly long-suffering girlfriend Terri 
Seymour. 

He’d like his celebrity to help 
drive future projects, but said: “I 
don’t think I’ll be on the shows. I’d 
rather be in the background.” 

As for “American Idol,” he noted, 
“Some people say ... it’s got a finite 
life and all good things have to come 
to an end. There’s another argument 
that says maybe this is the musical 
Super Bowl. Maybe it could run for

A&E Snaps Up ‘Sopranos’ 


DEALS I A&E won a bidding war 
Monday for the rights to broadcast 
edited versions of “The Sopranos,” 
with the $2.5 million per episode 
price tag believed to be the highest 
for a series offered in syndication. 

The Emmy-winning mob drama 
will begin on the basic cable net- 
work in fall 2006. 


HBO chose A&E over TNT, the 
Turner Broadcasting network that 
concentrates on dramas. The deal 
for 78 episodes of “The Sopranos” 
eclipsed a $1.9 million-per-epi- 
sode purchase made by USA and 
Bravo for “Law & Order: Criminal 
Intent.” 

The network, best known for its 


long-running “Biography” series, 
has tried over the past few years to 
liven up a stodgy image with series 
such as “Dog the Bounty Hunter,” 
“Growing Up Gotti” and the drama 
“MI- 5.” It has recently begun air- 
ing “CSI: Miami” reruns and pur- 
chased syndication rights to “24,” 
which will begin next fall.

Urban high schools 
get kids interested in 
agricultural studies 

Inside a Toledo, Ohio, green- 
house, high school students grow 
lettuce and basil without soil. In 
Philadelphia, teenagers tend to a 
herd of cows. And in Minneapolis, 
Minn., students research how grass 
grows in different kinds of dirt. 

More students in cities are tak- 
ing agriculture classes and consid- 
ering careers in the industry. The 
National FFA Organization, former- 
ly Future Farmers of America, said 
its membership of 476,000 students 
is the highest in 22 years. 

Much of the growth is in urban 
schools, said spokesman Bill Stagg. 
The organization has programs in 11 
of the nation’s 15 biggest cities. 

“We’re teaching them about the 
science, business and technology 
of agriculture,” said Becky Meyer, 
director of the Agricultural and Food 
Sciences Academy in Little Canada,

rist, said Levon Esters, who taught 
agriculture -business in Chicago. 
“Show me the money,” he said. 
“That’s what it comes down to.” 

Agriculture classes are heavy on 
science and math. “All of our aca- 
demics are college prep,” said Jean 
Lonie, education career coordinator 
at Saul High School. Four out of five 
graduates from a year ago went on 
to college or a trade school. 

In theNatural Science Technology 
Center’s greenhouse in Toledo, stu- 
dents studying hydroponics — grow- 
ing plants in nutrient-enriched water 
— tried to sweep algae out of trays 
holding water and plants. 

Tillie Jeffers, a junior who wants 


Minn. One in five jobs in Minnesota 
can be tied to agriculture, she said. 
“There’s a need for people who are 
agriculture literate.” In four years, 
the school has grown from 42 stu- 
dents to 160, and expects to double 
its size in three years, Meyer said. 

A big challenge for agriculture 
educators is persuading students to 
sign up. “What 14 -year-old wants to 
go into agriculture?” asked David 
Gilligan, principal of the Chicago 
High School for Agricultural 
Sciences. Still, a year ago, there

were 1,250 applicants for 150 spots 
in the freshman class. “They come 
because we’re safe and it’s a good 
school,” Gilligan said. 

Incoming students at Saul High 
School in Philadelphia are given 
an orientation to agriculture that 
includes taking care of dairy cows. 
“A lot of them have never touched a 


cow,” principal Thomas Scott said. 
“These are urban kids coming from 
some pretty mean streets. They’re 
scared to death to touch a cow. God 
forbid if it starts to defecate.” 

But once students start learning 
about careers in agriculture, they 
find they might want to be a com- 
modities trader, veterinarian or flo- 


to be a nature photographer, said 
the school has helped many students 
find direction. “When students come 
into this building they don’t know 
what it’s about,” she said. 

“We’re urban kids,” said Kevin 
Jones, a junior. “We don’t have 
much to do with agriculture.”
